III. Status of Claims 

Claims 1-5, 8-11, 44, 46, 47, 49, 50, 53-58 and 61-63 are pending, each of which 
is presented for appeal. Each of the pending Claims 1-5, 8-11, 44, 46, 47, 49, 50, 53-58 
and 61-63 has been finally rejected by the Examiner's action dated March 9, 2006, from 
which Appellant appeals.
